Few men, if any, are more intimately conversant 
with business and’ economic conditions in general; 
throughout the United States than Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover. His conclusions as a rule are based, 
upon statistics and data that are both comprehensive; 
and reliable. His sound predictions*in the past justify 
the assumption that he knows whereof he speaks, and!
